Detroit, July 16—Graham-Paige 
set a new quarterly production rec- 
ord in the three months ended June 
30, and also completed the first six 
months of 1929 with a total exceed- 
ing any previous year. In addition, 
the overseas and Canadian ship- 
ments for six months not only set 
new records, but even exceeded the 
totals for all twelve months of last 
year. 

The second quarter's total produc- 
tion was 29,214 cars, surpassing the 
previous high record of 26,741, made 
in the third quarter of last year. 

For the first half of 1929, the pro- 
duction total is 54,498 cars, a gain 
of 15.759, more than 40 per cent., 
over the first six months of last 
year. Monthly production thus has 
averaged over 9,000 cars. The 
50,000th 1929 model was built June 7. 

Shipments to export points in six 
months total 7,313, exceeding by 17 
per cent. the twelve months’ record 
for 1928. The latest official sum- 
mary of automobile exports, all 
makes included, shows that Gra- 
ham-Paige has risen from twelfth 
place to seventh this year. To Can- 
ada, shipments for six months this 
year total 3,611, as against the en- 
tire year's total of 3,480 in 1928.

GASOLINE TARIFF 
OPPOSED BY A.A.A. 


Say Duty Would Boost 
Price in U. S. by 
Two Cents

ASHINGTON, D. C., July 16. 

—Charging that a proposal 
to levy a tariff on petroleum and 
petroleum products would result 
in an increase of at least 2 cents a 
gallon on _ gasoline, Ernest N. 
Smith, executive vice-president of 
the American Automobile Associ- 
ation, today filed a brief with the 
Senate Finance Committee oppos- 
ing such a tariff on the ground 
that it is a screen to enable the 
oil industry to boost prices. 

Based on present consumption, 
which is being steadily increased, a 
petroleum tariff would mean an in- 
crease of $240,000,000 annually to 
motor vehicle owners, according to 
Mr. Smith's estimates 

The brief, filed 
Reed Smoot of Utah, as chairman 
of the committee, is expected to 
precipitate a lively battle on the 
question of a petroleum tariff. 

“Special taxes levied against 
motorists of the country,” Mr. 
Smith’s brief reads. “reached the

Augusta, Me., July 16—A Maine 
license is not now required for buses 
and other commercial passenger ve-

Approval of the bill by Secretary 
Hyde was contained in a letter to 
Senator Tasker L. Oddie of Nevada 
and carries an indorsement by the 
Acting Director of the Budget, re- 
porting that in so far as the finan- 
cial program of the President is 
concerned, there is no objection to 
the proposed report. 

The bill was introduced at the 
special session of Congress by Sen- 


ator Oddie, recently named by the/|

President as one of the 
States delegates to the second Con- 
gress of Highways at Rio de Ja- 
neiro, Brazil. 

Secretary Hyde's letter was re- 
ferred to Senator Oddie by Senator 
Lawrence C. Phipps. chairman of 
the Committe on Post Offices and 
Post Roads, of which Senator Oddie 
who has sponsored many important 
highway bills, is one of the ranking 
members. 

“It is believed,” writes Secre- 
tary Hyde, “ that timely and valu- 
able assistance may be rendered 

these countries by the United 
States, when such assistance is 
desired, in furnishing advice and 
assistance to their own engineers 
and highway officials as to the 
practical operations involved in 
properly designing highways and 
bridges and in the handling of 
materials and equipment for their 
construction in an economical 
manner. 

“All of the republics to which the 
bill would apply have engineers that 
are well trained in the technique 
of road building, but few of them 
have had an opportunity to acquire 
practical experience in carrying on 
a highway construction and main- 
tenance program of magnitude. 

‘It is believed that such infor- 
mation could best be made avail- 
able by the assignment of engineers 
in accordance with the provisions of 
the bill, and that the detail of 
experienced engineers in the man- 
ner proposed would serve to stimu- 
Jate and cement more friendly 
relationship and better understand- 
ing with our re- 
publics.”

Hard and Soft Woods 
Aids Lumber Interests 


Chicago, July 16.—The automobile 
body plants were heavy consumers 
of both the hard woods and soft 
woods through the first half of the 
year, and a general report of the 
lumber interests here is that for the 
period the demand from that source 
was as good as it was for any sim- 
ilar periods during the last five 
years. Up until the middle of May 
the automobile body plants were 
active in the market, but since that 
time the demand has not been as 
heavy, although those buyers still 
are in the market. 

It was along in April and May 
that the body plants turned to the 
North for hard maple and birch, 
due to a scarcity of gum in the 
South. In the months of March 
and April there was very little dry | 
gum in the South, and because of | 
the heavy shipments of green gum |} 
the dry kilns of the automobile body 
manufacturers were filled to ca-! 
pacitv. This condition developed an | 
active demand for the kiln-dried | 
Northern maple and birch, and un- 
til recently the Wisconsin and 
Michigan mills have been shipping 
heavily on orders to the automobile 
body trade. 

There are some scattering inquir- 
ies and orders from the body trade 
for 4/4and 5,4 birch in the No. 1 
and No. 2 common grades. It is 
reported that the millwork interests 
are facing keen competition because 
of high wages.

Atlantic City, N. J., July 16.—Ac- 
cording to estimates submitted to 
the executive committee of the At- 
lantic States Shippers Advisory 
Board, in quarterly session at the 
Ritz-Carlton here, commodity car 
loadings in this territory during the 
most of July, August and Septem- 
ber will average approximately 3 
per cent. more than the actual ship- 
ments made in the corresponding 
period of last year. 

From the reports submitted by 
the various commodity committees. 
939,903 freight cars will be required 
to move shipments in the next 
three months as compared with 
911,287 cars actually used in 
the same period a year ago. 
The total expected this summer 
represents an increase of 3.2 per 
cent., and if placed end to end, 
these cars would make freight 
train 712 miles long.

P. (NED) CHALFANT, executive vice-president of 
the National Standard Parts Association, has been 
greatly amused recently regarding happenings in the in- 
dustry in its early days. Mr. Chalfant is a pioneer and for 
|years he sold wagons to the trade throughout the United 
States, and he always gets a great deal of fun in relating 
some of the incidents that happened to him back in the early 
1900's. 

In 1904, when Mr. Chalfant was general sales manager 
of the Orient Buckboards, down in Waltham, Mass., a chap 
wired him from Laurel, Miss., holding up an order he had 
placed for an Orient Buckboard until he could get authority 
from the City Council to use it on the streets, as they con- 
sidered it a menace to horse traffic. Two weeks later there 
came a letter from him saying that the Council had approved 
the use of horseless vehicles on the streets of Laurel and 
fixed a rate of speed of thirty miles an hour, but required 
a man to walk ahead of the machine with a red flag. 

Another amusing incident occurred about the same time, 
Mr. Chalfant relates.

Accessory Dealer Credits 
Big Volume to Advertising 


MADISON, Wis., July 16.—The 
W. T. Flaherty & Sons Co. 
of this city does a large annual 
volume of business because the 
firm believes in letting the public 
know just what it has in stock by 
advertising, according to W. Fla- 
herty, president of the firm. 

“Too many automobile supply 
dealers display only tires and a few 
parts in their windows from 
to time,” declared Mr. Flaherty, 
“and when they advertise it is the 
same story—two or three items. The 
public is then left to guess just what 
other items the dealer might be 
carrying in stock.” 

Mr. Flaherty says that about five 
years ago he got the idea of giving 
every line a chance to see what it 
could do. For instance, in one ad- 
vertisement he would advertise only 
tires and the windows would con- 
tain only tires. The next advertise- 
ment might advertise piston rings 
motor meters, bumpers, or automo- 
bile side mirrors. And when this 
was done, the windows of the firm 
also displayed and showed these 
same products. 

“We have found that this method 
of display and advertising has in- 
creased our sales about 35 per cent. 
over the old method,’ declared Mr 
Flaherty “In the first place it 
shows to the public many items that 
otherwise you wouldn't put into 
your windows. Because many peo- 
le use tires, you are often tempted 

keep a good tire display in the 
window too long. If you do this 
you are keeping yourself from seil- 
ing other automobile accessories 
Give them all a fair chance and you 
will be surprised how they will 
sell.” 

This firm has two excellent dis- 
play windows and these are always 
kept in excellent condition. In one 
window they may put a display of 
tires. and in the other they may 
put a display of spark plugs, or 
horns It has been found that a 
whole display of sparkplugs kept 
in the window for a full day will 
sell more sparkplugs than will one 
sparkplug placed in the window with 
many other articles. 

“I believe that more sales can be 
secured in a given area by using 
this type of display idea,” de- 
clared Mr. Flaherty. “In the au- 
tomotive line, you naturally have 
so many accessories that you can- 
not display them all effectively in 
ONE window. If you want to 
feature three of four accessories 
at one time, then divide your 
window and place many of the 
of a certain kind tegether. This 
mass idea will get your ideas 
across to the public in an cxcel- 
lent manner, and will also help 
you display four items at once. 
Each dealer’s window is surely 
large enough to block it off so 


time | 


that four different items can be 
shown in quantity—and at the 
same time.” 

The firm believes in getting people 
in Madison and vicinity acquainted 
with its place of business. In order 
to put this idea across the picture 
of the store is often run in the 
newspaper advertisements, calling 
attention to the location of the 
store and the policies which are 
observed. Mr. Flaherty is of the 
opinion that this has helped to win 
many customers. Pictures always 
appeal to people, and he believes it 
is important to let prospective 
customers know where you are 
located and what your place of busi- 
ness looks like. 

“I cannot place too much 
emphasis upon the advisability of 
pushing the sale of automotive ac- 
cessories at all times of the year,” 
declared Mr. Flaherty. “Such 
items as horns, windshield wings, 
shock absorbers, smoking sets, 
heaters, clocks, etc. can always be 
sold if you do a little advertising 
on them and also put in some good 
window displays, finally backing 
up this promotion work by sug- 
gesting the items to people who 
come into the store to buy other 
articles from you.”

It may 
consist of advertising a certain item 
or displaying some article, or start- 
ing some sort of a contest. or offer- 
ing a prize for some letter on your 
business, etc. but it no doubt will 
create enough activities to make 
your cash register click more often.
